GO VauNOHGEHERAL'S 
SPEECH. 



A. perusal or .be s3uopsi.s of tlie 
Governor-General's bpeecli in our 
columns yesterday must liavo afforded 
iea>:crs generally Loii^iiierable satisfac- 
tion. T'l'.o speech convcvs the assurance 
(if any were \vanting) that railway con- 
struction is certain to coinmence in this 
Pipoviuca during the apiircacliiiig sum- 
mer. For some weeks \)nst we have 
possessed information which lias en- 
abled ua to express entire conhdoiice in 
the' good- iutentions of tho Domiaion; 
and now the speech positively com- 
mits tho Government to tlio construc- 
tion of the Eniory-Savona section. The 
work is made a matter of Govern- 
mental policy which cannot bo set 
aside by the House, nor can the money- 
vote necessary to effect the object be 
denied, without involving the ilownfall 
of the Government, which counts on 
strict party division — a majority of 
eighty-ti\e in a Hou.se of 2Ut5 members. 
As a matter of fact, it is stated in the 
speech that tho contracts have been 
awarded, which, it seenia to us, ought 
to be a sufficient guarantee of the cer- 
tainty of construction. There arc a 
few, we know, in this city who still 
hug the delusion that the whole thing 
is a sham, and that at the lust moment 
something will occur with the Gov- 
ernment's connivance to upset the 
scheme and consicfn tho country once 
more to the Slougli of Despond. This 
class of individuals may be aptly term- 
ed tho ravens of society, since thry 
over look on the dark side of all 
questions, and would still bo foumi 
croaking' if a railway lino were to ter- 
minate in their backyards and their 
parlors were converted into railway 
ticketoffices. They arp fitting examples 
of men whom Porn describes as never 
satisned and always waiting to be blest. 
Down to ihiee or four wk'eks ago we 
could not finil it in our heart to scold 
the croakers Disappointment had 
been so frequent and bitter that 
distrust was mo!>t natural; but since 
that period prognosticators of evil 
should have been turned into prophets 
of great joy. The Dominion Govern- 
ment in awarding the conti'acts in 
British Columbia have carried out the 
behest of the House of Commons last 
session, and not the slightest fear need 
be entertained that the House will con- 
detnn the Government for obeying 
its instructions. The early arrival of 
the contractors in the Province will 
impart a new aspect to every interest, 
- and we expect soon to lind the class 
who gaze at the ijrospects of tho coun- 
try through spectacles of cerulean hue 
ardently engaged in painting rose-color- 
ed pictures of our future. 

Mixed with the satisfaction which 
all should feel at the assurance convey- 
ed by the speech there is reason for dis- 
appointment at the absence of all al- 
lusion to tho Island railway and the 
drydock. With the Premier of the 
Province at Oitawa it was anticipated 
that he would have urged on the Do- 
minion Government the importance of 
announcing, as a part of their policy, 
an intention to fultil the Caunarvos 
.Termti, or failing that, to build the 
drydock and grunt a money subsidy to 
any company tha: 'rdght undertake the 
construction of the i''>(iuiuiiilt-Nanaimo 
railway. We are n-iuotantly forced 
to the conclusion that Mr. Wal- 
KEJl's time while at Ottawa has been 
80 absorbed with the arbitration court 
that he has i ot found it convenient to 
attend to duties of a public natuie, 
upon which depend interests vitally 
auectuig tho \fell-being of British Co- 
lumbia. >Sii far as any good results art- 
likely to flow from his trip to Ottawa, 
Mr. Walkem might have remained at 
Victoria and continued to meddle and 
and muddle the Provincial statutes. 

The public are glad to be informed 
that tl^e Dominion is growing in popu 
lation and that the revenue is expand- 
ing, for the prosperity of the Dominion 
means the prosperity of the Pacific 
Province. The intimation of an inten- 
tion to revise the banking and currency 
systpms may be understood, we think, 
83 meaning that the Govcrnmeut pro- 
pose to adopt a paper currency and re- 
charter banks on the jirinciple of the 
national banks of the United States. 
\V« should be thoroughly in accord 
with the ado] tion of a greenback cur- 
rency for the purpose of pushing on 
the great works of internal improve- 
ment ujjon which the Dominion has en 
tered. Every man, woman or child 
who might handle a greenback would 
thus contriliuto his or her quota to- 
wards developing and enriching the 
country — the people, in fact, would 
build the railway themselves.

As pictured in this book tho city is 
tho fitting head quarters of Home's 
"Tartuffe among nations," the true 
capital of the brand-new, iron-handed, 
brazen-headed Empire of craft and 
force. Its appearance is ostentatious 
and unprepossessing, pretentious and 
unattractive, garish and yet not bril- 
liant. To the Viennese it is tho "Sand 
box of Germany," to his own people it 
is the '•Athens of the Spree." To the 
world at large tho saudbo.K quality of 
Berlin i.s a great deal more apparent 
than the Athenian ; and it has withal 
a mingled flavor of brutality and 
science, of pride and vulgarity, of 
poverty and annoyance peculiar to 
itself, and giving it a place apart 
among cities. Apparently, it is built 
of solid stones ; actually, it is ii town 
of stucco and plaster. Apparently, it 
was designed for the use of trade ami 
society ; actually, it is arranged for a 
military despotism and with an eye to 
the prompt su|)pression of revolution. 

Appareutly, it is universally educat- 
ed, exceptionally intelligent, abnormal 
ly prosperous, pretornaturally ]iiouis 
and obedient, content to be the centre 
of a grand military system ; actually, 
its roughs are tho worst in Europe, its 
press and its theatres are paltry and 
I corrupt, its misery is e.Kcessive, it is a 
; headquarters of political and theological 
scepticism. It numbers some sixty 
i thousand male .Socialists aloiw auiony 
its i)0[)ulation. Apparently, it is sup- 
! p! d with all kinds of modern im- 
provements, and governed and ordered 
on tlie purest modern jjrincipals ; actu- 
! ally, f abounds in open deliaucliery ; 
its • • are scandalously bud aim 
con. 11 !esH, its stenches are as gros.- 
and multitudinous as those that Col- 
eridge counted in Cologne. 

It is almost needless to add that 
ev(?ry second person in Berlin is sped 
acled. Youth glances amoroudy at 
beauty through one p:i.ii- of glu-s 's ai 
beauty returns tho nics.iiigi; c . ly 
through another. The Prussian Cujnii 
is not blind, but oidy shorl-sigiiied. 
Possibly this is the reason why h- 
should be the keen hand he is at a 
bargain. Of course Berlin is not with 
al a healthy city. Mr. Vizetelly con 
tidently expects it to bo one of these 
days the prey of a tremendous cjii- 
demic. There seems to bi; no luonf-y to 
spare on such a commonplace matter 
as sanitation. Sewers are useless from 
a military point of view, and not a 
penny of the £21,000,000 Prussia re- 
ceived as her share of the five nulliartls 
could be s|)ent on anything wholl^some. 

The Borlinese are extremely thrifty. 
They liv(! chea|)ly, an officer's dinner 
costing him no more than ninepence or 
a shilling; and as they have a hard 
struggle to make both ends meet, 
economy takes very severe sha])es. 
Add to this that they are divided into 
castes, which castes are themselves 
divided into sections, which sections 
in their turn are subdivided uito cliques, 
and it will be seen that tho dilhculties 
in the way of social intercourse arc 
nmny and great. The Emperor is the 
all-highest; and after him in a genteel 
diminuendo, reminding one of the 
Mouse's Tale in Alice hi WonchrlcDul, 
his anxious subjects troop. Mr. Vize- 
telly professes to have seen a card in- 
scribed with the style and dignity of

He may sentimentalize 
devotedly with a lady and quote jiages 
of the liy [lerbolical rhetoric of Crerman 
erotics to her, but he will not stir to 
open a door for hei', or hand her a 
chair, or assist her with her cloak. ©1' 
the salon as it exists in Parks, of the 
drawing-room as it exists iu London, 
lierlin knows next to nothing. Either 
its visits ai (! ])urely formal or its meet- 
ings are iiiauifeKtations of the caxti' 
s! -i it, and of little interest to anybody 
who is unatL.xhed to a pari icuhir };rou|) 
or >\ particular section.

To the click-click of herknitting-needh s 
she assimilates alike tho music of Bee- 
thoven and the tlntteries of her suitors; 
the comic .songs of Ilidmerdiiig and his 
imitators, the vow.s ot aspirants to her 
little fortune and her fair large hand. 
Mr. Vizetelly has noted her iu the 
Thiergarten, sumptuously apparelled 
and conversing with Generals and 
Counts; has viewed her eating peas and 
gravy with Iter knife, as all good Prus- 
sians do, and the outcome of his suc- 
oesB is that he ig not dispotoS to num- 



ber himself among her admirers. In- 
deed, he seems to think that there m 
not much that is truly admirable iu 
the Prussian ca])ital; unless, perchance, 
it be its zoological collection and its 
(ire-brigade. Perhaps ho may be a little 
prejudiced; but whether ho is histori- 
cal, or picturesque, didactic or reflective, 
epitomizing tho career of Bismarck or 
the Red Prince, or noting tho manners 
and customs of the Berlin rough, he is 
always worth listening to, for be always 
speaks in such a tone as to convince 
you that he is speaking honestly, from 
competent observation. — Pall Mall 
Gazette.

A RomarkaWo Libol Suit. 

• The evidence adduced in the course of 
Uie trial of the liitest libel suit in which 
the Toronto Olohe was coucornod was of a 
very extraordinary chat-.tctev. Proceed- 
ings wore instituted against the Olohe 
by Patrick Boyle, editor of the /nVi 
Canadian, who claimed 810,000 as dam- 
jges alleged to liavp been .su.staincd by 
him through the publication of an article 
charging tho pLiiiitilF with having received 
a bribe of 83,000 to withdraw a tender for 
the execution of the departmental printing 
at Ottawa. There were seven tender.s in 
all, and the lu;,'hc.st cririiud cff the prize — 
the six lowest having been withdr.awn. It 
came out in evidence tliat I\Ir. Boyle was 
offered §3,000 to withdraw liis tender, and 
that he declined to accept it, asserting 
that the tranaaction would bo dishonor- 
able; that subgcquontly lie was induced by 
two profesaed friend.s to withdraw his bid 
without any con.sideration wliatever and 
that tho §,'{,000 wns then pocketed by hi.s 
"friends" wlio confessed on tho stand 
that tho plaiiitill" did not share in the 
transaction or know of it until the pro- 
ceedings for libel had been instituted. 
As is usual in such cases tho matter was 
left to the jury by the learned judge after 
■A short charge. Tho jury was absent one 
hour when they returned witli a verdict 
/{or 'tho defendant, and poor Mr. Boyle 
'who did not share in tho bribe and was 
unaware that ho had been used to extort 
money from tho contraotors, \a mulct in 
the heavy costs of the trial,

"Wing Shot" by tlio use of a newly cut 
saplingand unlimited roe — scientifically 
landed upward.s' of sixty trout during 
tho aftoriiooii, whilst tlio occupants of 
tho remaining seven were not far be- 
hind. It is a woll known fact that our 
Cshiiig i.s one great attaction to many 
tourists and others who annually visit 
our shores; but .should the u.sa of 
salmon-roe as bait ba allowed to con- 
tinue unchecked this sport will very 
soon coaso to exist, to tho detriment 
not only of fishermen but the public 
generally. " Wing Shot " can scarcely 
have failed to observe that whilst he 
and Ills confreres were using such in- 
nocent bait all flies and sportsmanlike 
bait entirely lost their attraction.

CANADA. 
Lrtux, Fob. 12. — The inquest in the 
Donnelly murder case began to-day. 
The physicians who made the post iiior- 
teni examination testilied that the 
bodies svero so badly burned that ho 
could not distinguish male from 
female and was unahlu to say positively 
what was tho cause of their death. 
John Connors, the boy who was in the 
house^at the time of tho tnurilor, testi- 
fied that James CarruU, a constable, 
called III the house between twelve and 
two o'clock to arrest old man Donnelly. 
Besides Carroll he saw Thomas llydier 
and John Putell in the house at the 
'itneof the murder. He was sure of 
those being there, having seen their 
faces. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin', Feb. 12 The A'orth Ger- 
man Gazette draws attention to tho 

attitude of the Irish Roman Catholic 
mouibers of tho British Farliiuiient. 
It says the m.'ittur has become serious 
and a remedy must bo sought against 
the ])rocecdiiigs of this party. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Feb. 12.— Davitt and Kill- 
en, Irish agitators, have visited France 
and Belgium to collect information 
with regard to tho lands of those 
countries. In a month a deputation 
from the Irish Land League, including 
Davitt, will visit the chief places in 
France, Germany, Belgjum, Italy and 
Spu'n. Negotiations arc entered into 
for a serie.i of popular demonstration 
throughout Great Britain on tho land 
question. 

CHINA. 

IIoxGKONO, Jan. 17.^ — Tho Governor 
of Macao is preparing for an oQTicial 
visit to Peking in his subsidiary char- 
acter of envoy to that capital. Ho 
purposes seeing to the Chinese re- 
cognition of- the Portuguese claim to 
Macao, which, notwithstanding " its 
occupation during three centuries, is 
still declared a Chinese [lossession. In 
fact, no formal ce.ssion, like that of 
Hongkong to England, 1ms been en- 
acted. Signs at Peking increase of a 
determination to inaugurate a strong 
anti-foreign policy. 

Viceroy Slien, who died recently at 
Nanking, left an urgent memorial, now 
said to be secretly circulating, advocat- 
ing unbeniliiig resistance to the exten- 
sion of intercourse and pleading for tho 
exclusion of all iniprovcmeiUs such as 
railways or telegraphs of foreignorigin. 
This manifesto produces a great efl'ect, 
Slien having been an official of power- 
ful influence and a man of high per- 
sonal character unusually free from the 
suspicion of corrupt motives or prac- 
tices. It has double weight coming 
to.ffether with the final success of tho 
Chinese army in Central Asia and the 
dipdomatio triumph as hero considered 
of Cliung now at St. Petersburg. No 
Iiersoii must expect to see any sudilen 
inanifestai ion. Tlie whole movement 
will be 80 r-'guhited as to disnrm sus- 
picion if possil)lo both lii'ro nnd else 
where.
